The National Flag 


I F PRIME MINISTER PEARSON getM hla way the 
Red Eraign will dlaappear front the Canadian 
herakUc aoene and a flag that has stemmed from the 
roots of national history wlU be abolished 

It is ncK surprising that the prime minitser re¬ 
ceived a stormy reception at the national eonvention 
of the Royal Canadian Legion where he made known 
his IntMtiona. If some intemiptians voided the normal 
courteous hearing accorded a- dlsCinguished speaker, 
thae were evoked by the feelings of emotion roueed 
by the fleg iseus which Mr. Peareon later conceded 
might affect his own Liberal suppeuten. 

Them would be disquiet, also, and pomlbly a 
eenae of affront, that he should chooee the Legioa 
csnvmUon as the place to laundi a campaign to 
change the country's flag, an organiiatioo whoae mem- 
bera have been proud to serve In two wart under the 
Red Ensign and ahl<d) is on record as unalterably 
oppoeed to another emblem. 

In doing so he also ignored the Legion's recom- 
mendatkm that a national pkbiaclta ahoukl bt heM 
to decide the matter, to which the Legion would ateda 
no matter the result. This was a fair offer but 
Mr. Pearson has rejected it. 

Hie prime minister has said his party ft^iowers 
in Parliament will be at liberty to vote as they will 
when the new flag bill is prese nt ed In the Commone 
without fear erf disdidinary party aetkm. Alt this 
ie a gamesmanship gesture. He made it clear that 
the bill will be of g ov ernment sanction and poUcy and 
expects Liberal support for it, with the inference that 
Itt defeat will mean the fall of the government. 

This is a shrewd political move, and one that 
wlQ affect the oppooMkin also. It Is the 80 per cent 
raise In MPs pay that has sustained the Pearson 
minmity regime In oCRce over the past year and pos- 
aibly not even the flag issue is likely to offset fear 
of kMs of so remunerative an Incumbency. Yet the 
true test of natlona! opinion on the Red Ensign or an 
aitemative would come either through a piebkdte or 
a generai election on the iMue. 

It k strange that Mr. Pearson did not oonMder 
peritementary rejection of last year’s budget fiaaoo 
suSk^t warrant to seek a new mandate, or his 
about-face on nuclear arms, a pre-election subject 
to which some onoosition groups paid revetM Up 
service, or the equally muddled original approach to 
the national pension ^an. Only the Red Ensign k to 
be cause for endorsement-HMr eke. 

Hie prime minister's object is easy to appreriate; 
it k to appease Quebec still further at the expense 
of the rest (rf the country. Quebec k diametrically 
oppo^ to the Red Ensign; It k there and there 
alone that oppoaition to it has been generated and ot 
all costs tibe Cansdiens must be pkeeted. Hik has 
been insUnced in many ways as the chkf ptrticy of 
the Pearson adminktrmtion. 

Hie prime minkter may succeed in ramming o 
new flag through Parliament, appoieotty as fast aa hs 
can manage it, biA in doing ao he add to the 
disimity hk other pleas thess days affcol to avoid. 
Abolitian wiU leave n legacy of uuhapplneai among 
thoM, and they aro mony. perhaps o majority of dti- 
rens, to whom thta flag hu been a pnx^ banner of 
nedonsJ eeteem and twasund heritage. 

One would Ike to hope that MPa when tey mp- 
proech their drrkton on thk faUI dp-eo a ccord in g to 
their own persoml feejlngi on ao grave and fimda- 
mental ksue as that of a national flag, and not be¬ 
cause of partkan poUtics or of the threat ef <UbsoIu- 
tkm hanging over Ihdr heads.
